DIRECTIVE REGAKDING TIE COORDIHATIOIT OF nnPELLIGEITOB ACTIVITIES 


In order to provide Tor the development and coordination 
or Intelligence activities related to the national sectirlty; 

1* A National Intelligence Authority composed of tt^ Ah±/u 
K the Navy, r ^rpysentaMve 

ffp^s hereby established and charged_ 
with responsibility for such over-all intelligence planning and 
development, and such inspection and coordination of all Federal 
Intelligence activities, as to assure the UK>st effective accom- 
plishment of the intelligence mission related to the national 
seciirity, 

2* To assist it in that task the National Intelligence 


Authority shall establish a Central latelllgerioe Agency headed 
by a Director vho shall be appointed or removed by the President* 
The Director of the Central Intelligence Agency shall be respons- ' 
ible to the National Intelligence Authority and shall sit as a 
non-voting member, thereof* 

3. The Director of the Central Intelligence Agency shall 
be advised by an Intelligcneo Advisory Board consisting of the 
heads of the principal military and civilian intelligence agencies 
having functions related to the national security, as determined 
by the National Intelligence Authority* 

4. The first duty of the National Intelligence Authority, 
assisted by the Director of the Central Intelligence Agency arid 
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the Intelliconce Advisory Board, shall be to prepare and subtait 
to the President tor his approval a basic organizational plan 
for implementing this directive in accordance with the concept 
set forth in the following parasi*aphs. This plan should include' 
drafts of all necessary legislation, 

5. Subject to the direction and control of the National 
Intelligence Authority, the Central Intelligence Agency shall: 

(a) Accomplish the synthesis and evaluation of de- 
partmental intelligence relating to the national 
security and other information collected by it 
and the appropriate dissemination within the 
government of the resulting strategic and national 
policy intelligence, 

(b) Plan for the coordination of the activities of all 
intelligence agencies of the government having 
functions related to the national secxirity and 
recommend to the National Intelligence Authority 
the establishment of sucli over-all policies and 
objectives as will assure the most effective ac- 
complishment of the national intelZigenc© mission. 

(c) Perform, for the benefit of departmental Intelli- 
gence agencies, such services of common concern as 
the national Intelligence Authority determines can 
be more efficiently accomplished by a common agency. 
Including the direct procurement of intelligence. 

(d) . Perform such otli^r functions ar^ daties related to 






6, Eie Central Intelligence Agency shall have no police or 
lav/ enTorbement functions* 

7, Subject to coordination by the National Intelligence 
Authority^ the existing intelligence agencies of the governaont 
shall continue to collect, evaluate, synthesize, and disseminate 
departmental operating intelligence, herein defined as that in- 
telligence required by the several departiaents and independent 
agencies for the perrormance of their proper functions* Such 
departmental operating intelligence as designated by the national 
Intelligence Authority sliall be freely available to the Central 
Intelligence Agency for synthesis* As approved by the national 
Intelligence Authority, the operations of the departmental in- 
telligence agencies shall be open to inspection by the Central 
Intelligence Agency in connection v/ith its planning functions* 

In til© intoi’pretation of this paragrapli, the National Intolligenc- 
Authority ani the Central Intelligence Agoncy v/ill bo rocponcible 
for fully protecting intelligence sources and methods v/hich, due 
to their nature, have a direct end highly important bearing on 
mllitaiy operations* 

8. Funds for the National Intelligence Authority shall be 
provided by the departments participating in the National Intell 
gene© Authority in amount and proportions to bo agreed upon by •' 
the members of the Authority, IVithln the liiaits of the funds 
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Agency may onqjloy necessary personnel and ajake provision i*or 
necessary supplies, facilities and services. With the approval 
of the national Intelligence Authority , he may call upon de- 
partments and independent agencies to furnish such specialists 
as may be required for supervisory and functional positions in 
the Central Intelligence Agency, including the assignment of 
military and naval personnel. 
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
